As under ilie postal law linensed 
stamp venaora cannot purchase stamps 
from merchants and outsiders, but only 
from the department, in order to make 
it easier for merchants to seek the re- 
demption of postage stamps sent to 
them as remittances, Hon. Mr. Mulock 
has reduced the discount from 5 to 1 per 
cent, on stamps aggregating in value 
one dollar and over. They must bo 
pasted on eheets and sent to'the depart- 
ment here. • No postage is required on 
the letters. 

The militia department will encourage 
marching and snooting competitions as 
recently carried out In No. - 2 district; 
that is teams to march eight miles in 
two hours and a quarter and immediate- 
ly commence target practice. 

Local veterinary inspectors of sheep 
for export have been appointed all over 
Canada, as the U. S. government now 
requires a certificate of health on all 
shipments of sheep from this country. 

The |)roperty owners of Ottawa have 
rejected a by-law pro vidiag .$-144,000 for 
main drainage in the added portion of

Vibe Mirror Hypnotizer and Its 
Method of Operation— Pliysio- 
log^ical iJistni'baiices. 



And now -we are to be hypnotized by 
machinery.! What a: horrid thought! 
We nnay be innocently and contentedly 
strolling along the busy streets, onr 
ideas centred on the pleasures and snu- 
cCBsea of life, or upon our liappy ones at 
home, only to find our eyes suddenly 
transfixed by a little demon of a cloek 
•work machine in the window of an en- 
terprieing merchant. It instantly di- 
vcata lis of nil rational mental control 
!ind holds us spellbound, with n. strange 
Iiscinaticn, to do the bidding of sugges- 
tions, Kood or evil, from any chance 
psaserby. 

Or, 6ti!l far worse, wB may fall prey to 
tbfi uncanny machinations of the ambi- 
tious storekeeper, who hiis carefully sur- 
Toundfil his machine with such sugges- 
tive sijins as "You nuist come in and 
piircliaso onr groat bargains," or " Be 
sun? and leave your money here," and 
the iionnally penurious victim, with 
Jiypiiotii' prodigality, meekly parts with 
hia hard oarned wealth throiifrli the aid 
of nineteeiilli century science and aia- 
thinc made mcBiuerie sleep. 

All lacetiousaess asulc, Dr. Arthur 
MaeDoiiaUl, of the Bureau of l'",duca- 
tion, government sijccialist in education, 
as related tu abnoraialitiea, hag a ma- 
chine in his possession wliicii will throw 
■persons at all ansceptiblo tu mesmeric 
influences into the lirst stage of h}';)- 
iiotie somnambuliiiii. It is an innocent 
enoneh looking machine to those unini 
tiatwl in its dread power, or to those 
who have never felt the mysterious, 
subtle, all pervading force of hypnotic 
jmpressiona. 

Dr. MacDonald calls this machine the 
"mirror hypnotizer." Two slender, 
black ebony bais, ten ineliea long.tliree- 
eigtiths oi an inch tliicU.by one and one- 
quarter inches in width, are inlaid on 
tne opposite broad sides witli seven cir- 
cular ndrrora to each face, about an 
inch in diameter. These bars are siiper- 
iniposed upjn rotating, vertical axes, 
propelled by a powerful poring tlirouurU 
» cleckwori train of wheels. 

In motion, the mosaic mirror bars re- 
volve in opposite directions, not at a 
very high rate of speed — perhaps as 
many aa twenty to thirty revolutions a 
second. With each whirl of the blades 
there are thrown into the eye of the 
spectator four blinding flashes of light, 
which seem to race in and out, now irom 
the ends of the blades to the centre, and 
from the centre out again, in a most be- 
wildering confusion. 

A curious and startliiiK optical illusion 
takes pliice if the blades are persistently 
jr.iy.od at. At first the t,\'o spacial rela- 
tions or the opposite circumferfintial re- 
volving of the blades are readily recog- 
nized, Dut in a short time this giVLS way 
to the sensation that the machine is 
moving bodily toward you, with ever in- 
creasing velocity — like a broad, bright 
meteor in a summer .sky, 

To test the machine properly, with a 
view tp producing hypnotic sleep, I>r. 
MacDonald assured me that it ia neces- 
sary to suggest to the new subject the 
idea of sleep being produced by the 
machine, and to constantly repeat the 
suggestion until sleep ia produced 
for the lirst time. The njachine 
itself really produces a profound 
physiologic disturbance, and when 
viewed at a point somewliat above 
tlie eye, the scintillating, blinding 
ilashes from the iniiror.^ become friglit- 
fully painful, and the head swims and 
reels, and over all comes an irresistible 
desire to close the ej'ea in peaceful slum- 
ber. The new subject will involuntarily 
■withdraw his gaze from the palnfulglare, 
•nnlcis repeated suggestion that the 
machine is making him go to sleep is 
continued. 

After the flrat successful edbrt to put 
s snbject Into hypnotic sleep, through 
the aid of the mirror hypnotizer, each 
succeeding attempt becomes mucii easi- 
er, and the indiviJual soon is an auto- 
hypnotic subject, til rowing himself with 
case into profound somnambulism or a 
<:atalci>ti(j condilion by mere self-siigget- 
lioii, aa he views the machine. 

Illustrating the eU'ects of this device 
upon apparently normal people, Dr. 
llacl'onald related that, after a lecture 
<h,'livBreil at the coiil'ei'cace of Charity 
and Correction, at New I laven , Conn., 
where he had the iiiachiiio revolving in 
front of the audience, many ladieH and 
some men assured tiicn that they dared 
not look at the machine more than a few 
moments at a time for fear they should 
pass into a hypnotic coma. 

The machine just described has a 
broader application than any other 
known device ia being able to produce 
siniultaiieously upon a lar<;e number of 
subjects the necessary incipient jjliy- 
siologii; ell'ects which must precede tlie 
liypnotic condition, lly its aid such 
masters f)t the mesmeric science as 
Charcot, l>'orel and Lieuois could con- 
trol entire classes in tiieir more exhaus- 
tive and com paiative studies, and gain 
<leep and valuable insight into what 
must ever seem to the layman a inysteri- 
eus and occult art.

HAVE BEACHED A CRISIS. 

Developments of Grave. Internatloiial. ^Im- 
portance Exijected ' Within a. ■'■ ' . 
Month. 

Ni:w Yoaic, Xov. 4. — A special to. the 
Herald from Jacksonville, h'la,, says: 
Cuban leaders here and in Key "West de- 
clare that they have reliable information 
that the relations of the United States 
and Spain have reached a crisis, and that 
developments of great international im- 
portance in regard to Cuba may bo ex- 
pected within the next month. 

Advices from Havana are to the ellcct 
that the departure of Consul General 
Lee for AVashindton City wua caused by 
the crisis, and that his report to rresident 
Cleveland will be of such a character 
that it will almost certaiulv result in 
action being taken by the United States. 
It ia understood that the case of the 
Competitor priaoners was the imniodinto 
cause of the departtire of General L»e. 

The Spanish authorities have been dis- 
posed to |)roceed in a high-handed way 
in regard to those prisoners, and svith- 
out regard to treaty rights. After the 
court at Aladrid set aside the sentenceof 
death imposed on these prisoners by the 
iirst court, it was understood that they 
■would be given a civil trial. Instead of 
this, however, Capt. Laborue, the Amer- 
ican correspondent Jlelton, and the oth- 
er Comiietitor prisoners were recently 
suninionCd before a naval court at Ha- 
vana and required to tile written declar- 
ations as iireliiniuary to a new courtuiar- 
tial. The prisoners, however, refused to 
make any statement save in the presence 
of Gen, Lee. 

(Sen. Lee had not been advised by 
Capt. Gen. Weyler that the prisoners 
would be retried, but as soonaa the con- 
sul learned unofiicially what was fjoiiig 
on, and that the case liad been called up 
for militarv and not civil conHiduration, 
he sent an energetic note to Capt. Gen, 
Weyler against any retrial not in accord- 
ance with the treaty stipnlati -iis, and 
entering exceptions to the proceedings 
as iiiauiiurated. Capt. Gen. Weyler 
evadeel making any direct response, 
])leading lack of authority to treat on 
diplomatic matters, and iiuestioning 
Gen. Lee's right to discuss matters whicli 
it had been the custom to submit 
to Madrid for settlement by the 
American minister and the Spanish 
foreign office. 

Gen. Lee and Secretary Olney were in 
continual cable correspondence about 
the matter, and the Genornl was ordered 
to Washington GIty. 

For diplomatic reasons Consul General 
Lee would probably deny it, but it is a 
fact neverth'^less that lie said to an inti- 
mate friend before leaving for the United 
States : •' It would not surprise mo if I 
should return to Havana on a warship." 
The Cuban leadens here are jubilant, as 
they say that the result would be either 
made interesting by the United States 
or an ijinominious backdown on the part 
of Spain, which would destroy what 
little prestige she has left,

TEXADA ISLAND. 
IFmm the .N'lUiiiimo Krcc I're--H.] 

Mr. A. Kaper is on a Hying visit to tlio 
city from Te.xada Island, having come 
down on the Comox to Vancouver. lie 
gives the following news of the mines, 
hut admits that there are interesting de- 
velopments being made which have not 
yet been given publicity 

On the Copper tiiieen, which is incor- 
rectly called the Van Anda, the two 
large two story buildings are now 
just completed. One of these 
buildings is for a cook house 
and ollices and the other is a resi- 
dence. The road has been made 
from tlie niino to the landing and is a 
line wagon-way. The shaft has reached 
iiO feet below tiie surface and is looking 
exceedingly well. Mr. liaiier brought 
down some of the ore coining up on the 
last bucket before ho left, which ia the 
finest that has yet been shown here, and 
runs a high ])er cent, of free gold.

(From the Nelson Miner.) 

Messrs. French and Erickson have 
struck a three foot ledge on the Binango, 
and the ore is pronounced to be excellent. 

TheAlhambra Mining Company has 
sunk a 50 foot shaft on the Francis J, 
and are now working eight or nine men 
steadily. 

A. L.Davenport, of tliePoorman mine, 
says that IJO tons of concentrates were 
shinped this week from that mine to the 
Hall ilines smelter. There are about 
170 tons of ore on the dump, and aa soon 
as that is milled, work will be resumed 
on the lower tunnel, which is in about 
120 feet. 

Thomas Grey, of the Nelson planing 
mill, says that the lumber trade ia good 
and that this town is using a large part 
of the mill's output although consider- 
able is shipped to Cody. A vast amount 
of building is being done in Nelaon and 
nearly all the houses under construction 
are of a very good class. 

Lome Becher has returned from a trip 
to Wild Horse and Salainn river district. 
Ho said that a new hotel ia going up at 
tjuartz creek and that all along the line 
from Nelson to Waneta the towns are 
crowded with iicoplo ^oinf; to the c.'mjiB 
u) work this v.intcr. On the North Fork 
of the Salmon the people expect to have 
twelve or lifteen camps and will work all 
the winter. 

Smoke was sent through tli'- ".ow stack 
of tlio Hall Mines .smelter lor the lir.sl 
t'liie on Wednesday. The top of the 
new stack ia 2l'8 feet above the level and 
makes an imposing appearance. The 
stack and the new furnace now under 
conatruotion, were designed l.iy Superin- 
tendent Paul Johnson ami people who 
are eminently qualified to judge pro- 
nounce them the neatest they have seen. 
The big furnace which will increase the 
capacity of the plant from l.'iO to '.VM 
tons per day, is well under way and ia 
being hurried to completion. Tfie di- 
mensions of this furnace will be 4 by 12 
feet. 

Mucli is expected of the oil lielda in 
lOast K(jotenay which were discovered 
several years ago, but which have been 
waiting capital to develop thom. There 
are two kinds of oil obtainable; a black 

011 at Kialmee creek, and but eight miles 
north on Sage creek, a nearly pure light 
yellow oil is found which will burn in a 
lamp just aa taken from the ground.

So the Government 
became more careful in disposing ot tlio 
public lands, but the change from a l)U3i- 
nees point of view was not altogether a 
success. The management of the lauda 
of the Province is a matter that requires 
a wise and a clear view as to what are 
the true interests o£ the inhabitants of 
the Province — present and prospective. 
But it is a matter that must beresulated 
on strictly butiinosa principles. I'olilics 
and politicians should have as little as 
possible to do with it. 

The sale of timber and Ibo preserva- 
tion of the loruBtB of the Province arc 
matters under the control of the Provin- 
cial Government: but li;ird-beadcd, in- 
telligent business men can inaniij,'e this 
department inlinitely bettorthan llie pol- 
iticians.

'PROVINCIAL POLITICS." 



We wonder if tlie men \Vho talk 
BO glibly about " provincial politics " 
attach any definite eignidcance to the 
words they use. It seems to us almost 
as absurd to use the term "politics" 
with reference to the conduct of the 
afifairs of the Province aa to use it in 
connection with the management of a 
municipality, or a bank, or a large mer- 
cantile concern. The worlc to be done 
by the Provincial Government is busi- 
ness in the strictest sense of t^e term, 
and the less of what is generally termed 
politics there is mixed up with it the 
better for the inhabitants of the Pro- 
vince. 

The Province, in- the matter of poli- 
tics, has hitliertio, in our opinion, been 
on the ri^ht track. The people have 

chosen their representatives, and the 
Government baa done its work indepen- 
<lently of iiolilical parties. As fur as the 
work of leiiislatiou and administration 
is concerned, there have been in this 
Province neither Grit nor Tory— Ke- 
former nor Conservative. Men iiave been 
chosen to manage the public afl'air.s of 
the Province on provincial considera- 
tions alone. The peoide have believed 
them to be the best men to do the busi- j for 
ness of the I^rovince and elected thein | in 
without reference to 
creed —almost, if not altogether, 
as the directors of banks and 
joint stock companies are chosen. And 



is that there la a single settler left in that ' 
faminercarsed region. One would think ' 
that two or three such winters as we 
have read of would leave the shores and 
woods of Labrador desolate. But some- 
how the wretched people survive the 
starvation of one winter only to face the 
starvation of several aucceaeive winters. 
"VVhy do the unfortunate people continue 
to live in such an inboapitable country ' 
li they are l without means to leave it 
why doea not some charitable society or- 
ganize an expedition to take them from 
the land of perpetual luiiigerand convey 
tliem to places that are never visited by 
famine? Are theva really any settlers 
there? Do the settlers and their sufler- 
ing only exist in the lively and fertile 
fancy of the sensational newsmonger? 



ill matters of thia kind that lie allows 
the grossest mismanagement and the 
most lamentable waste to continue with- 
out even a word of remonstrance. 

In the opening uji of the country the 
non-j)oliti^'alf;ovornnientaof the Province 
tiave unostentatiously done a great dual 
of valuable work, and there ia inneh 
more to be done. Work of this sen t, as 
it is not calculated to win votes, is likely 
to be nfiglected by the mere politicians. 

The reader will see for himself as be 
thinks over the work to be done by the 
men who are entrusted with the maii- 
agemcnt;of the ptiblic alliiirsof the Prov- 
ince, that it ia work that requires busi- 
ness ability for its transaction, and that 
the less thought or said about politics— 
as politics ia generally understood— in 
connection with it the belter for the 
Province generally. What the Province 
wants is business and not " politics." 
Politics require a larger Held to work in 
than a province and a greater variety of 
subjects to deal with than are to be found 
in a government of very limited jurisdic- 
tion. Let the Dominion have its poli- 
tics, bdt business ia what British Colum- 
bia wants.

It wiUbe remembered that when Mr. 
Tarte was first appointed, in liis zeal to 
proclaim thei mal-administration of one 
ofihis predecessors, he declared that some 
4=58,000 had been wrongfully Jiaid to a 
c-annl contractoi-. It turns unt that 
the contrnctor'a cUiiins had been referred 
to .Judge I'.urbidge for arbitration and 
that lie bad decided in favor of the con- 
tractor, who, in accordance with that 
award, received the amount of his claim.

jNIr, Tarte's accusations and criticisms. 
What he wished the public to believe 
had been done secretly and dishonestly 
the law ofBcers of the Crown have ap- 
proved and expressed themselves as en- 
tirely satisfied that everything had been 
done in such a way as to protect the in- 
terests of justice. 



. THE TRIUMPH OF RIGHT. 

Common sense and common lioncBty 
have' won a glorious victory in the 
United States. There was a time when 
the advocates of a vicious currency sys- 
tem and of repudiation believed that 
they would carry all before them.

Their fear was contagious, aud

Lat- 
terly they became less apprehensive; 
still we are sure that the news which 
yesterday's papers contained was a great

province ot liritish Columbia have com 
pared favorably with the rejjresentatives 
of the people of any province of the 
Dominion, and the absence of party 
spirit has been beneficial in the trans- 
action of public business and in the 
maintenance of harmony and good feel- 
ing in the communitv. It will have to 
be said, too, that the aflairs of the Prov- 
ince have been on the whole wisely and 
uprightly administered. 

The Provinco ia yomu, it is sparsely 
peopled, but it has great resources. In 
doing the business of such a j>rovince 
its governments have pursued the 
course which bu.ainess men would have 
taken in mananipg their own private 
concerns under similar circumstances. 
They looked to the future and ex- 
pended the means at their disposal 
and directed Iheir energies largely 
in the work of development. 
They saw that a liberal expenditure 
was necessary in order to make tho re- 
sources of tho countiy available, and 
they spent liberally. In order to do 
this it was necessary to borr.ow money. 
The property was worth improvinj; and 
every dollar spent in making public im- 
provements was 80 much added to the 
ctpital of the Province. This policy 
shocked small-ininded economists, who 
believed that expenditure should under 
no circumstances exceed revenue, and 
luin and bankrujitcy were confidently 
predicted. But the Province has not been 
ruined, and is not by any means likely 
to become bankrupt. On the contrary 
it has progressed and is progressing at a 
rate which has excited the wonder and 
the admiration of the other fnovinces of 
the Dominion ; and business considera- 
tions require it to continue as it began. 
Development wisely directed is as neces- 
sary now as ever it was. Improvements 
are required and Improvements should 
be made, prudently, it is true; but in 
this Province at the present stage of its 
existence prudence means i)rogresB. 

The first, non-political managers of 
the affairs of the .Province saw 



the defeat which itsustained on Tuesday, 
and that it will be a long time before the 
country will be again unsettled by a mis- 
chievous currency agitation. 

REORGA NIZA TION. 

There is to be a reorganization of the 
Conaervativo party of the Dominion un- 
der the direction or supervision of a cen- 
tral committee, in which all the prov- 
inces are to be repreeented. Thia com- 
mittee is to consist of twentv.'!even 
inembei's— six from Ontario, five from 
tiuelioe, four from N'ew Brunswick, four 
from i\ova Scotia, two from Manitoba, 
two from the Northwest Territories, two 
from British Columbia and two from 
Prince Edward Island. Each i)rovince 
is of course to have its own asaociiations 
or committees, which aie to do the work 
that is strictly provincial, and the cen- 
tral committee is to see that all 
the organizations are kept in touch 
and all work together harmoniously. 
AVe trust that no time will be lost in 
beginning thia work of organization, for 
it is badly needed. There are, we trust, 
men in all parts of this and the other 
provinces public-spirited enough to aid 
in doing tho work, and in keeping 'the 
associations in good trim When 
th.ey are formed. The leaders will labor 
in vain if they do not receive tho hearty 
assistance of the members of the party 
generally. With co-operation the ])arty 
will be able to do wonders ; without it, 
let the organization be ever so good in 
theory, it will not be able to do anything 
worth while.

THE LAWRENCE CASE. 

Evidence for the Crown Close 3 and a Fur- 
ther Adjoummemt Asked For. 

The Lawrence case occupied another 
session of the police court last evening, 
Magistrate Macrae presiding, and as be- 
fore tlie Deputy Attorney-General ap- 
pearing for the "t!rown and Messis. H. 
i). Ilelmcken, (i.C. and K.V. Bodwell 
for the accused. The sitting was short. 

J. W. Mider, the ledger keeper at the 
Bank of British North America pro- 
duced Capt. McOallum's note for .$600 
which he said had been discounted for 
Mr. Lawrence. 

W. B. Ditchhurn told of the speci- 
mens which he had received from Law- 
rence, who said they came from the 
Goldstream mines, though whether 
from the tunnel or not Lawrence could 
not say. Witness could not recognize 
the smaller specimen already handed in 
as an exhibit, as llie one Lawrence had 
given him. Ho related several conver- 
sations with Lawrence, who had ex- 
pressed surjirise at the richness of an 
assay made, and asked witness on two 
or three occasions not to have anythin 
put in tlie Times about these mines 
until their value had been proved. 

Henry Croft testified that Lawrence 
had spoken to him about witness becom- 
ing interested in the Goldstream mines, 
and of assays which he said had been 
made by the government asaayer. He 
had visited the property with Lawrence 
on October 3, and brought back some 
rock in which a.ssay showed a trace of 
gold and a trace of silver. This rock 
was simijly croppings, and would not be 
a tost of what might bo in the ndnes. 
He subseciuently told iMr. Lawrence that 
ho would not take up the jiroposition 
Mr. Lawrence had never spoken to him 
about the Oj)liir mine, though ho had 
meiitioneil another, in Quesnelle. Law- 
rence luul spoken of having a mill test of 
one or two tons, but witness had told 
him that thia would l.ie no better than 
an assay. 

This 'completed the evidence for the 
crown. Mr. Helmckeu stated that he 
intended to call certain witnesses for the 
defence and asked an adjournment till 
this evening, stating also that Mr. Bod 
well leaves this morning for Vancouver 
on urgent business and that in case lie 
should not return by to-day's boat 
another adjournment would bo asked for 
—which the Court promised to grant.

The North Pacific pilot chart for this 
month shows in a graphical manner the 
winds, currents, sailing routes, fishing 
banks and storiii tracks. In addition to 
the winds shown by the arrows a general 
forecast of the wind and weather in the 
aeitic ia nriiited on the chart. A spec- 
ial feature of this is-ue is a degcriptioii 
the typhoon which was centred over 
Japan on July 21, 18U5. Tlie track of 
the typhoon is shown by a sub-chart. 
Masters of vessels bound around Cape 
Horn will find the November chart of 
great value, for upon the buck, under the 
title " i'hc chronology and geographical 
distribution of icebergs in the Southern 
uid Antarctic Ocean," is an excellent 
anii;le relating tu this dangerous feature 
of navigation in the high latitudes. The_ 
article is illustrated by two sub-charts of 
the Southern llemispheie, one showing 
the ice limits in the Antarctic regions 
for the four seasons; also, the aailing 
routes. The second sub-chart gives the 
itions of the icebergs reported from 
LSI 11 to 1895.

London, Nov. 4.—- All the papers have 
extended comments on the presidential 
elections. 

The Pall Mall Gazette, clitring the 
course of nn editorial headed " A Land 
f?iido," Biiye : " The decision is accepted 
with \mivers;il consent in this country 
as being emphatically to the credit of 
the great American electorate. It im- 
plies that the democracy, when confront- 
ed with issues vital to its future, will 
rally to the reality and repudiate the 
sham. Between Altgeld and Bryan, 
they succeeded in palvetrizingtheircause 
until dust is substantial in comparison." 
Tl)e article in the Pall Mall concludes 
with a tribute to President Cleveland, 
who it says " has discarded the tradi- 
tions of a li/etime and lent hia autliority 
to tinancial rif^htoousneas." 

The St. Jiiniea' Gazette conKratnlatea 
the I'nifi'd States upon tlie leaull and 
adds: '■ ICspL'cially tiie rout of .-VhL'eld, 
the .\narchist irovi'rnor of Illinois, wlio 
made ihe piTsonal li^lit af^aiiist I'rt'si- 
dent Cleveland." The aaine i)aper acKIa 
the following comments: " Tlie niove- 
luent will take more ihan one defeat 
before finally killed and looks very 
much as if our American kinsmen were 
more likely beiiinning a ncant social 
snd economic struggle than at its end." 

The Globe states: " Had the pollini: 
run close encouragement would have 
been afforded the Democrats to maintain 
soft money and socialism as planlcs in 
their platform, hut, in face of the igno- 
minious rejection of these revolutionary 
princii)le3 by the American electorate, 
llio managers of thai party can scHrcely 
keep alive an agitation which ended au 
disastrously. From an outside stand- 
point, the inoat satisfactory outcome of 
the battle is the cniahinf; blow it strikes 
at the cause of confiscation all the worUi 
over and the event clearly proves the 
average American elector declines to 
associate himself directly or indirectly 
with the expropriation of property by 
confiscation.'' 

The Star remarks: "We, in Eng- 
land, have reason to rejoice over the 
overwhelming defeat of the attack upon 
the gold standard. Great ilis may be in 
store, but no high tariff can inflict a 
tithe of the ruin which Bryan's victory 
would have entailed. There will bo an 
immediate improvement of business, for 
the election of .McKinley, or rather Je- 
feat of Bryan, will restore confidence in 
the financial honesty and aUibiliiy oi 
the Uiiiteii .States. The sound common 
sense of the American people has saved 
the liepublic from worse than civil or 
foreign war." 

The Westminster Gazette says : "With 
the election of McICinley, the great tcaro 
vanishes for the moment. But while 
the perils of free silver are avoided for 
the present, the perils of protection and 
capitalism in more extreme reforms re- 
main to be encountered. Putting out of 
sight the results to this country which 
must follow the fresh access of McKin- 
leyism, no one friendly to the United 
States can view the prospect without 
alarm. If the tyranny of commercial 
and financial corporations is not aban- 
doned there must be a growth of I'opn- 
lism and aggravation of the ill-feeling 
which, when the next struggle cumta, 
will threaten more dangerous conse- 
quences." 

A tinancial article m llif; Daily Tele- 
graph EUggcsta that (lOHaibly the silver- 
itca in the IJniteil State-', siiiartini; un- 
der defeat, will foment an agitation 
taking forms of riots, whicu may 
seriously affect the prices, at least tem- 
porarily. 

The Snn says : " Thegreat republic hag 
risen magniticently to a great occasion. 
By the rising of an almost united nation 
the silver craze has been effectually 
scorched, if not killed." 

The Canadian Gazette says: "Cana- 
dians join with the English in hearty 
congratulations to the great republic 
over this fresli eviilence of its good sense 
and honesty."

WixNiPEO,Nov.4.— (Special)— Oollinc- 
wood Sehreiber, deputy minister of rail- 
ways and canals, left last night for 
the ^Ve8t,and it ia believed will examine 
the Crow's Xest Pass and prepare a re- 
port for the government on the advisa- 
bility of building a railway there. His 
principal mission is to inspect the work 
done by the O.P.U. between Kamloopa 
and Yale. If his report is satisfactory 
the government bonua to this work, 
1579,000, will be paid out. ' The ivork 
was commenced six years ago and is 
nearly com pie led, 

Winnipeg has been agitated by a series 
of burglaries lately, cliief of which was 
the cleaning oilt of Andrew's jewelry 
store* Yesterday a great sensation was 
caused by the arrest of Michael and An- 
thony Egnn, members of the well known 
railroad contracting firm of Egan & 
Sons. Nearly all the stolen je^velry was 
found in their ijosseasion. 

Robert Morran, a well known young 
farmer of Holland settlement, is now on 
trial hero for the mtn-der of hia sweet- 
heart, Hannah Hatton. The young girl 
had ijcen ))reg:iant. On the night of 
March 30 alic went, wal king with Mor- 
ran and next morning her body was 
found on the prairie with her throat cut. 
Blood stains were found on Morran's 
clothes. 

At Keginn, lion. Jlr. Tarte was pre- 
sented witli a civic address. In rejilv 
he said that the more he travelled across 
the prairie the more he saw what a coun- 
try of ca[ial)ilities it was and one of 
wliich no reading of ])amphlets could 
give an iilea. It w;ia a land of which 
thoy all ought to be proud. He was 
glad to find that jieace and harmony pro- 
vailetl amongst them. In tlio I'laat they 
had little difliculties, rankles anil over- 
reuciiings, but he was ghul to find that 
nothing of tiie kind existed in the North- 
west. In reganl to hia position as min- 
ister of jMiblic works, he naid ho ilid not 
occupy that position for his party alone, 
but for the whole Dominion of "Canada. 
(Cheers.) The fate of ])oliticul warfare 
had placed his party in power, rightly 
nr wrongly he wouUl not gav, but tliey 
were in to stay as long as they could and 
as long as he was: theie it would be not 
only his duty but his earnest pleasure to 
attend to the wants and needs of all por- 
tions of Canada." 



CASE OP TIIE CASTLES. 

The Chairman ot the London Sessions 
Draws Attention to Wealthy 
Shoplifters. 

Lo.\i)(i.\, Sow 4. — At the opening of 
the sessions Chairman McConnell de- 
cided to call the special attention of the 
grand jury to the case of Mr. and Mrs. 
Walter II. Castle, of San Francisco, 
charged with stealing goods from vari- 
ous London stores, saying it jiresented 
some remarkable circumstances. He 
. ad<led that the facts did not liiffer from 
ordinary cliari^es of larceny except for 
the iiosition of the pai ties. Continuing, 
the' chairman stated that upon moat oc- 
casions the Cast lea visited atorea to- 
gether, but sometiineB Mrs. Castle was 
alone, lie still furtiier asserteil tliat 
ttiere was evidence which bore out the 
construction that there was joint jjosses- 
aion of the articles, and expressed the 
opinion that it was a proper case for In- 
vestigation by the common jury, as with 
one exception all seven charges were of 
shoplifting. Tbe hearing of the case 
was set for Friday morning next at 10 :30 
o'clock. At the sessions the grand jury 
found true bills against tbe Castles. 



NICAPiAGU.WS BONDED DEBT. 

How ths Principal and Interest Arc to lie 
Met— Death Penalties Approved 

by tlie Assembly. ^ 

New Yohk, Nov. 4. — A Managua dis- 
patch says : The constitution amending 
assembly of Nicaragua which dosed on 
the 14th ult. approved the contrnct Ije- 
tween Nicaragua and the English bontl- 
h'jlilera of Nicaragua's railroad bonds of 
ISSi'i, By its terms Xicaiagua agrees fo 
impose an export tax oi 1 cent gold a 
))onnd on C(jll'ee exported, to be ])aid as 
collected, to an agent of the bondlioldei-, 
who is to reside in Nicaragua at the ex- 
pense of the country, to pay the annual 
•I per cent, iutereat and 1 per cent, sink- 
ing or redemption fund agreed on. The 
debt, ijrincipal and unpaid interest, is 
about $1,000,000 in gold, 

Tbe bondholders secured a clause per- 
mitting the sale of the railroad and the 
National steamboat line for $1,000,000 
gold, apparently with the intention of 
buying and extending the road from 
Corinto and the Gulf of Fonsoca, on the 
Pacific, to Bluefields or Monkey Point, 
on the Caribbean Sea, with cable to Cape 
Cracias and thence to Jamaica, thus 
placing the British in control of an easy 
grade, an excellent inter-oceanic route 
acioaa Nicaragua, and one of the best 
natural harbors for Steamships in/Oen- 
tral America. 

The assembly approved all acts of 
President Zelaya to date and authorized 
the execution of the death jionalty on 
persona charged with attempts to over- 
throw the present gov^'mniciii. I',y in- 
vitation of the assembly, President Zel- 
aya and a number of native and foreign 
officials crossed Lake Nicaragua October 
11, to Momotombo, to attend a ball and 
proclaim the decree declaring the term 
of President Zelnya extendedUuntil 1903. 



SCOIICIIED TO DEATH. 

Three Little Children Lose Tlieir Lives in a 
Fire at fl'ontreal. 

Mon'1'ui:a I,, Nov. -1. — During a lire at 
the East l^nd abattoir a little aftei- 
10 o'clock last night three children of the 
bookkeeper of the abattoir were burned 
to death. They were Charlie Hazel 
Wood, aged 13; Florrie, aged 11; anil 
Gertie, aged 9, What was left of the 
youngest was disfigured beyond recogni- 
tion. The skull was l.iare, and to a cas- 
ual observer it looke<! as if it had been 
struck severely by some portion of the 
building. The body was as black as a 
cinder. The other tno were less, disfig- 
ured, but in the cases of all three, the 
evidence went to show that the poor 
ehildred had been literally scorched to 
death. The most pathetic part of it all 
w;is that both father and mother vainly 
attempted to save them at the risk of 
their lives, the mother i)ickingupa bun- 
dle of clothing wliich she fondly believed 
were two of their children till she faint- 
ed in the arms of the lireineu who 
caught her outside. The damage to the 
buildings amounted to little.

The Bauk of England Thinks More 
«old Will Go to 
America. 



Next Yobk, Nov. 4.— The first post 
election trading of the stock excliaiiRe 
tills morniiiK was strong in tone, and for 
rliB lirst ([uarter of an liour prices rose 
shiirj)]}', the advunces ranging up to 7 
per cent., with sugar as leader o£ the 
market. There was, however, a fever- 
iabncsB about the transactions which 
■quiclily led to realizing sales, resultin;; 
in reactions of about 1 to 2j-2 per oant. 
These were followed by sharp but 
only ))artial rei^overfes, the deal- 
ings meanwhile being on an 
enormous scale, and reaching 
j)roportion8 that liave not been witnessed 
lor a long time past. There was good 
buying, which was atininlated by the re- 
ceipt of cable advices reporting higher 
prices for American securities on the 
liondcn stocli exchange. There was, 
however, large selling for the account of 
operators who desired to take adviintaije 
of the rise which was expected to occur 
in the initial dealinj^s, oiiiniona dilTuriiif,' 
as to the stability of the advance. The 
trading in tlio afternoon session wan 
cluiraBterized by considerable nervoua- 
nose and a diniiniaiieil voliuiio of bu.'^i- 
iiess, wliich was, however, Ijetter dis- 
tril)iited ttian in tlie forenoon. 

The new developments bearing upon 
the tributary markets were varied, e.-v- 
tremely interesting and in sharp con- 
trast to recent ruling conditions. For- 
eign exchange was irregular and nomi- 
nal. J'larly in the day actual sterling 
was ijuoted 2 cents atiJ posted figures 1 
cent below the liuul rates on Mondav 
but later rallied slightly. Leading 
houses were reported undecided as to 
the immediate course of exchange and 
Appeared disinclined to transact much 
huBineqa temporarily. The prenjiums 
on gold that have ruled for a long time 
jiast entirely dirappeared and people 
who bad withdrawn the gold some 
time ago made inetl'ectual efforts to ex- 
oliange their holdings lor currency at 
the ollices of the bullion brokers.' At 
the sub-treasury applications were re- 
jsctpii, except subject to delay for exam- 
ination and in return for receipts, it be- 
ing stated that the entire clerical force 
of the establishment was taxed to the 
utmost in counting heavy accumulations 
of silver. Finally the gold was turned 
oyer to the banks and savings institu- 
tions, and some of the banks that are 
understood to be short of currency, will, 
it is stated, pay their balances at the 
clearing house temporardy in gold. 
Money was distinctly easier. Large 
transactions were made on call and 
the rate was quickly forced down from 
10 per cent, to -l per cent., closing oilers 
being at that price. Some irregularity 
was evident in the final dealinir.s and the 
market left oil" easy in tone. The closing 
prices, however, show not gains ranging 
from 1 to (> per cent, in the principal 
shares Closing bids:

A FATALITY AT DODGE'S COVE. 

Frenchy the Hunter Accidentally IClIls His 
the Pioneer Sealer cl' Her Se.x. 

Tlirotigli the nceidental discharge of 
a fihotgua in the hand.s of Frenchy, her 
husband, Julia, a Dodge's Cove Indian 
woman, was killed on the 20th of 
Clctober last while proceeding in 
a eaiioo from Dodge's Cove 
to I'achetia Bay. The news of the 
fatality reached here by the last arrived 
West Coast steamer, and occasioned con- 
siderable genuine regret among tt?o few 
whites ivlio liad known the poor woman 
as one of the most expert and eoiirage- 
otia of tlie few seal-huntera of her sex. 

She waa in fact the one to set the 
fashion, quite generally adopted during 
the Coast hunting of tho past season, of 
going sealing on equal terms with the 
men of the tribe. Both she and Frenchy 
were meniliers of the crew of the Ocean 
Jiover, and Cat)!. Biickholl/. snys that 
during all the time they were in Beliring 
Sea she \\i\s always ready to take her 
lidl share of the labor and of tho dantier 
incident to the pursuit of the seal. The 
women as a general rule acted as 
" steersmen" in their liusbandh' canoes, 
and as such no moie capable workers 
could bo de.aired — while .Julia, and 
several otliers, were experts with 
the gun aiul the rifle aa ivell. 
The Btory of the shooting is thus told by 
Key, Jainea II. Eastoii, a niisaioiniry 
resident at Dodge's Cove, in a formal 
Statement of the affair bearing date of 
the 22nd ultimo : 

"III the morning about S o'clock 
Frenchy and his wife had breakfast 
along with five more Indians, and after, 
bitakfast Frcncliy made arrangements 
fo.' ilia wife to stay while he went to 
I'acliena Bay. Afterwards she |)rotest- 
ed that she wanted to go with lata and 
HO they got their things into the canoe 
and left Dodge'.s Cove about 10 o'clock, 
sailing over to lianlield creek. Round- 
inii the i'oiiit they lowered the sail and 
Frenchy toolc the oars, his wife steeritin. 
Just then they saw a hair seal cominu 
up behind the canoe. His gun was in 
the nose of tho canoe, and telling his 
wife to keep low down in tho canoe he 
turned in his seat, got the gun and put 
one shell in it. Again turning hurriedly 
with his u'un cocked, so as to catch the 
seal, in some way it went oU", shooting 
his wife in the back of the head. 

"Frenchy jumped and caught iier 
when be saw whai was done and just in 
time to prevent her falling overboard, 
lie landed at Pianlield creek, where thi re 
is n Si wash doctor, but did not liud him 
at home. Ihen getting nnotlier klooidi- 
man he returned to Dodge's Cove, laud- 
ed, carried his wife to the house, washed 
her wound, and was preparitig to carry 
iier to Altierni. Taking two white men 
and another Indian to help him, he 
etai teil for Alberni at 4; they changed 
caiioe.s at Nuniaskimaa for a larger and 
faster one and pushed on for Alberni 
without rest. About three miles from 
Numaskiiuas the wife died. Seeingthat 
the doctor would be of no use then, 
Frenchy returned to the Cove, landing 
about midnight, and buried his wife in 
the morninL'."

CnicAGO, ^oy. 4.— Gov. Altgeld, the 
defeated Democratic candidate . for gov- 
ernor, to-day gave out a statement ad- 
dressed to the Democrats. He eaye : 
'• Considering tliat only six months ago 
our great party lay prostrate, that it had 
been betrayed into the hands of stock 
jobbers and of monopolies by President 
Cleveland,. and has beenrobbed of every- 
thing Democratic, except the name, 
which stood for a great principle, that it 
was loaded with deadheads, it has 
repudiated the men who betrayed it, and 
pgain inoclaimed Democratic principles 
and espoused the cause of humanity. 
It was confronted by everytliing that 
money could buy, tliat boodle could de- 
bauch, or fear of starvation could coerce ; 
it was confronted by a combination ol 
forces such aa had never been united be- 
fore, and coukl jirobahly iieviu- be un- 
ited again, and, worse still, the time was 
too short to etiucate tho public. While 
we were defeated, our parly is more vig- 
orous and ill better condition generally 
than it has been for a third of a century. 
We have dug the grave of the British 
gold standard. One more campaign of 
education will forever bury the palsied 
form of that curse wliich has blighted 
the prosperity and the happiness of 
mankind. I_ believe that at the next 
general election the verdict of yesterday 
will be reversed. It was the great com- 
mon people of America and not the rich 
who saved our institutions in 1801, and 
it will devolve on tho great common 
people pf this country to save the gov- 
ernment in 1900," 

Li.s-coi,.s-, Neb,, Nov. Mr. Bryan is 
to all appearances feeling more honeful 
as the day grows older. IJis friends'here 
figure that on the basis of assurances 
received he is practically assured of 217 
votes, and the reports from Indiana, 
Michigan and Minnesota are such as to 
make them hopeful that the votes lack- 
ing will still be made up. 

CiiiCAcio, Nov. 4. — Vice Chairman I. 
N. Stevens, of the National Silver party, 
to-day issued the following statement: 
'• If the final results show that Mr. 
Bryan is defeated, it does not deuioii- 
Btratd that free silver is beaten by any 
means. The extreme and impolitic 
[ilaiiks of the Chicago platform lost 
U3 hundreds of thousands of votes among 
conservative business men, who were 
really in favor of free silver. Another 
factor in the coiUest wliich has greatly 
injured us, has been the fact that four 
years ago the Democratic party went 
into power with a President and both 
houses of congress, but the policy of the 
I'resident and legislature were against 
the interests of the people. 

" The American people wanted a 
change, and if Mr. Bryan is defeated it 
is largely due to the fact that they were 
1 not willing to trust another Democratic 
administration, however Strong its pro- 
fessions, with the interests of the 
peojde. The silver question will not 
go down until justly settled by the 
restoration of free coinage at the ratio of 
Itj to 1. It is to lie hoped that the next 
time it is submitted to the people it will 
not be handicapped by the injection of 
other questions about which the friends 
of free coinage radically differ in their 
opinions. 

Bai.ti.moke, Nov. 4. — Mr. Joshua Lev- 
ering, the prohibition candidate for 
President, was thia morning asked his 
views as to the results of yesterday's 
election. " 1 think it settles for good," 
he said, " the ipiestion as to the sort of 
money standard which shall be used 
in this country. It seems to me 
that tlie verdict is so em- 
phatic that the question cannot longer 
he considered open. There will be a re- 
turn of business confidence, but whether 
there will be an immediate imjiroveinent 
In thebuMness 1 cannot say. There are 
factors other than that of the money 
standard which enter into tho jjrobleiii. 
I think that yesterday's victory will help 
ihe prohiljitioii cause materially. The 
breaking up of jiartiea whi'eli has 
occurred this year cannot fail to be of 
advantage to the cause of temiierance. 
The voter will feel tree in the future to 
go in any direction he chooses. 

From intelligence which we liave from 
various sources I believe that the people 
are reaily to do away with the liquor evil 
as embodied in the legalized saloon. 
They are ready to aPBert their belief 
that the saloon is a nuisance, inimical to 
the best interests of the country. T.'ie 
elucational feature of the caiup.Ugn 
whi(di has ju.«t closed is as reiiiarkalile 
as it is gratifying. The result would 
show th.it there cannot in future be that 
fealty to [jai'ty which lieietofore 
amounted to idolatry, at Iciat not 
lor years to come. Th it is a good omen. 
I cannot say as to the absolute gain or 
loss in the votes sustained by the i)rohi- 
bition party. We did not expect mueh 
of a gam, but It will be advantageous to 
US in the way in which I have indicated." 

BRITISH EXPORT TRADE. 

A Great Stimulns Will Be Given It by IHc- 
Kinley's Election to the Presidency. 

Lo.N-DON, Nov. 4. — A dispatch to the 
Press Association from Glasgow says that 
the general opinion there is that Mr. 
Iviiiley's election will give a great tem- 
porary stimulus to the British export 
trade in order to rush nierchandiae for- 
ward before McKiriley comes into office. 



Higher tariff's are then expected to be 
enacted. The sugar houses of Glasgow 
say they expect the dtities on refined 
sugars imported into the United States 
will bo raised 2 cents. With refined 
sugar selling at iiiuo shillinga jier 
hundred weight the possibility of 
loss to speculators is small. It is 
believed that .Americans will commence 
to buy largely for J)ecember, .January 
and February delivery. There is no 
doubt that there will bo a rush to ox- 
port woollen soft goods to America. 
Ship owners foresee little benelit as 
soine of tlie steam tonnage has already 
been cliartered fcr spring. The iron 
masters say that they have done witii- 
out America for two years and are able 
to continue without a single American 
order. The chief satisfaction in busi- 
ness circles is felt over the maintenance 
of the financial status quo.

" HAVE DONE THEIK DUTY." 

Important Official Statement in the FrencU 
Deputies Regarding Armenian Ques- 
tion— Madagascar, 

Pahis, Nov. -1. — In the chamber of 
deputies yesterday the minister for for- 
eign aflairs, M. Hanotaux, made an im- 
portant statement regarding Armenia, 
in the course of which he said: "The 
Powers have done their duty and accord 
has been established among the Powers 
who recognized that isolated action must 
be averted and that common action 
would not elfect the integrity of 
Turkey. During the Czar's visit a pre- 
cise exchange of views occurredon the 
points before parliament and united- 
Europe will be able to show the Sultan 
that he must give his subjects security 
and peace." 

M. Hanotaux also said: "United 
Europe will make the Sultan understand 
that not only Armenians but Catliolica 
and Mussulmans suffer from the same 
evils and need some amelioration, and 
will show him that the source* of these 
evils is a bad internal adniini;iCiation. 
It will indicate means to establish order 
everywhere, without which the country 
cannot continue to exist. It will de- 
mand the execution of his promises and 
the enforcement and extension of re- 
forms already granted; will put an end 
to violent repressions. It will open the 
prisons, and will also bring home to him 
that the Powers hold him responsible for 
the safety of Europeans." 

After several criticisms upon the jiart 
of M. Jaures, the .Socialist ileputy, the 
order of tho day was adopted by a vote 
of 402 to 90, thus approving of the gov- 
ernment's statement. 

In the Senate during a discussion of 
the Madagascar question, the minister 
of the colonies, W. Leboii, said that tho 
government hojied that the island before 
long would be organized as ii [irovince 
and with some kind of autonomv. Ho 
added that instructions liad been given 
to General Gallieni prescribing' vigorous 
action for the supiMossioii of the ilovas. 
Ho had reconimeiided to avoiil wholesale 
dragooning, while at tho Ramc lime lie 
was autbori/.ed to act and to treat aa he 
thought fit persons who are open to sus- 
picion. 

The minister for the colonies further 
stated that a bill providing for a loan 
to convert the Madagascar debt would 
shortly be presented. In spite of tho 

tlistresa he explained the dolicit for tho 
year -.voald not exceed 2,000,(100 francs, 
which could be covered by the conver- 
sion. Continuing, the ^Miniater for the 
colonies stated that the French resident 
gimeral in Madagascar, M. Laroclie, had 
not granted my concessions for public 
works to foreigners and he, Leboii, did 
not favor concessions either^o foreigners 
or to the re])reseutativea of a foreign 
country. 

Later M. Lebon stated that he depre- 
cated pessimistic views regarding the 
future of Madagascar, as he was perfect- 
ly convinced that the rebellion would 
soon be sappreseed, and that - Madagas- 
car would become one ot the most prom- 
ising and prosperous colonies of France. 

The order of tho day was thereupon 
accepted by the government and was 
then adopted by the senate. 



PillLLlPINE ISLANDS. 

The Rising Spreads— Contracts Sisned for 
Guns, Cruisers and Toipedo Boats. 

London, Nov. l.-sTho Times corre- 
spondent at Singapore says that the 
rising in the Phillipine islands is sjiread- 
ing.
